BenjaminfHarrison, hiade the remark''"Mr. Cleveland will do 
well if he can manage his wild team of horses." Events proved 
that he was unable to this and brought disaster to the entire 
nation. Seemingly Mr. Wilson' has a far better chance, but 
he will have a congress made up largely-of new and untried 
men, and it remains to be seen whether he can guide and con- 
trol them so that legislation will be wise and sane. 


The one question to be settled is, "Can and will the demo-
